All rejections are made to claims 1-3. As stated above, the pending claims in this 
application are claims 4-9. Therefore, the rejections should be withdrawn. 

However, during the phone conference, Examiner Li kindly suggested the same rejection 
of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 would be applied to the pending claims. Accordingly, claims 4-6 are amended 
and claim 9 have been added. No new matters have been entered.
